To Grow Tomatoes Most Successfully 
If you are growing tomatoes to u 
Single stem, be sure to remove all 
Side shoots before they become of 
any size. All the extra food which 
is used in their growth is wasted 
and the breaking of of large shoot 
injures the placts, When Augus! 
15th comes it is well to nip off all 
growing ends so that the fruit will 
Snish ripening, also open out the 
plant, if very thick, to allow the sua 
Hignt in. 
Whea frst fruits begin to ripen, 
apply nitrate of soda,—a teaspoonful 
ip @ watering can, full of water—to 
the plants twice a week to make = 
wry and use it instea 
more especially valuable 
after the growth bas been stopped. 
Keep a dust mulch around the 
plants. If the weather Is ver dry, 
soak the ground around them thor- 
oughly in the evening, then make 2 
new ‘mulch 19 the morning. 
When the Grat fruits in staked 
tomatoes are beginning to color, re- 
move one-half of each leaf. This will 
hasten the ripening, Sunlight is ne- 
cessary for rapid ripening. 
Leave only growth enough on your 
plants to carry what fruit will ripen 


before frost. There is no use in a 
lowing more to set than will be of

Ba 
toche, more than any other battle 
that has been fought on Canadian 
Boll by the home defensive force, de- 
monstrated the disciplined courage 
and resource of Canadians under 
ne. The spirit of Batocbe to-day 
ls again exemplified by the sone of 
the Maple Leaf on the far-away fields 
of France, against an enemy infini 
ly more resourceful and eclentifica
